Theft there was mashed potato 
and squash, and carrots, and beets 
and cold slaw, and the best cranberry 
sauce, and gravy that made your 
mouth water. 
There were three kinds 
of preserves—mother gets the first 
prizes at the county fair—and there 
was quince jolly and strawberry jam. 
We had coffee and tea and cider to 
drink, and for the windup there was 
mince pie and pumpkin pie and layer 
cake and pound cake, and a plum 
pudding with a brandy sauce! 
The 
pudding was the only thing mother 
had to bring in—everything else was 
on the table— can you Imagine it! We 
sat down at just one o’clock and didn’t 
get up till early candle fight. 
Our lit­ 
tle Caroline had a dreadful stomach­ 
ache, and I was quite ashamed of her. 
I didn’t feel comfortable m yself, but 
made the best of it.” 
They were good providers in the old 
days—even if they knew nothing of 
course dinners and menus.

Dis­ 
orders began with a parade of opposi­ 
tion adherents to attack :he Liberal 
club. T roops stationed within the club 
quarters tired. 
The military later at­ 
tacked 
the opposition headquarters, 
from which a few shots came. 
For 
two hours the headquarters were be­ 
sieged and bombarded by the troops. 
A number of bystanders were wound­ 
ed.

The Volstead law, in section 3, under 
title II, “prohibition of Intoxicating 
beverages,’’ provides: “That nothing 
in this act shall prohibit the purchase 
and sale of warehouse receipts cover­ 
ing distilled spirits on deposit in gov­ 
ernment bonded warehouses, and no 
special tax liability shall attach to the 
business of purchasing and 
such warehouse receipts.” 
It Is pointed out that liquor ware­ 
house certificates pass from owner to 
owner Uke Liberty bonds. 
No evi­ 
dence of the date of the transfer of 
the warehouse certificate is required 
or is available so far as the certificate 
I Itself is concerned.

gary.
